PROGRAM MODIFICATIONS\FELLOWSHIP DIVISION 


The director of the Fellowship Division, Research Council of 
Canada has announced two changes. The Canada Research Fellowships 
programme is being phased out; no further competitions for new 
awards are planned. Fellows entering their third year of tenure 
are eligible for a one-year extension. Performance evaluation 
questionnaires for these fellowships are due November 1, 1990. 
NSERC/ SSHRC Master's Scholarships in Science Policy has opened a 
second competition to encourage students to undertake science 
policy studies at the master's level. The awards will be equal in 
value to the 1991-91 doctoral fellowships. The Research Council 
expects that there will be six awards available this year.
